There is a handsome library building on Main street, on the South Side, 
the land for the purpose being donated by the old City of Strathcona, The 
building cost $25,000, being raised by by-law 436, authorized on January 12, 
1912, for a term of forty years, at 4% per cent. The annual interest charges 


amounted to $1,125.00, id the sum of $206.96 is paid each year into the 
city’s sinking fund on account of principal. 
A library site for the North Side, located on College avenue, was pur- 


5,000, the amount being authorized by by-law N 
on July 1, 1911, The period of the loan is for ten years, at 44% per cent. 
The annual interest charge is $733.35, and $2,426.15 is paid into the city's 
sinking fund each year on account of principal. The library building for the 
North Side, however, has never been erected, and the board is at present 
paying $400 per month, including water and heat, for the temporary premises 
on Second street, There are buildings on the College avenue site which 
realize a monthly rental of $40.00, paid into the board’s general account, 
North Delton Buiiding Never Used. 

A public library site was purchased in 1913 in North Delton, the two lots 
costing $1,200. A building was also erected at a cost of over four thousand 
dollars, but has never been used, The whole of this money was paid out of 
current revenue,

shows that the expenditure amounted to $53 Of this amount, 
$20,820.: was for salaries; $6,936.84 for rent, fuel; $518.52 for 
stationery and supplies; $882.70 for general expenses; $25% for insurance; 
$1,389.25 for binding books and repairs; $1,167.34 for periodi 8; $456.76 for 
freight and cartage; and $2,022 for interest. Books purchased during the 
year amounted to $7,586.58. 

On the credit side the large item is the city appropriation, a small 
revenue being derived from fines for the non-return of booxs, 

The salaries each year were as follows: 1913, $12,982.25; 1914, $19,758.10; 


1915, $20,820.25. There are about eighteen employees. A paid secretary was 
formerly employed, but this work is now ineluded in the librarian’s duties, 
The whole of the library books at the end of last year were valued at 
$39,431.87, less depreciation $7,886.35, making a total of $31,545.39. The 
furniture is valued at $10,776.68.
